than going to htra as a measure of 
prevention. No one*wIll ever be able 
to* say Just how many Uvea are lost 
each y«pir because medical treatmentt 
IMB been delayed until It was too late 
for any cure to counteract the harm 
that has been done. Surely lu thla, 
too, "an ounce of prevention Is worth 
a pound of cure." >

Religious tnUntng; la 
one of tlie.greateatcrutlv^lnflUflDdea 
la eiUt'eiioe;' Re)lgi6uii''tralnlnff tendal 
to h«l|» one in becoming a good ctU- , 



zen: It; prevents one from becoming a 
bad cUlicen. iV'belps In the formation 
of good habits and helps to prevent 
the formation of harmful habits! Re-' 
llglon which' embodies' the principles 
of Christianity Is a groat Inriuouce 
toward bettor homes. Jt Is a preven- 
tion In the dtsorgan'lzaUon of the 
home andfamlly life..
